With regard to ‘the statement 
that in view of the finding of the 
arbitrators the indemnity was only 
taken ex abundante cautela | 
would point out that by the condi- 
tions on the ticket un.indemnity is 
required even If the loss of the 
ticket id reported before the ‘draw- 
ing, that in my firm's fetter of the 
21st July 1923 the Chib was asked 
to obtain substantial security be- 
fore paying the money to Chik 
Sung-ling and the possibility of 
the missing ticket being found was 
pointed out, and that in the 
S.C. M, Heat of the 24th July 1928 
a notice appeared to the effect 
that the Club proposed to pay the 
money to Chik Sung-ling upon a 
guarantor being obtained to gua- 
rantee the recipient, 

Under the above circumstances 
it is cleny that the guarantec or 
indemnity contemplated was a 
guarantee to replace the money if 
it were subsequently discovered 
that Chik Sung-ling was not 
morally’ entitled to receive the 
some. There would be no ques- 
tion of legal Iability because 
neither Mra. Chan, Chik Sung-ling 
nor anygne clse could possibly 
have any legal claim against the 
Club whether the ticket was lost

It is here ‘to be noticed that as 
the Club had declined to’ be bound 
by the Award ‘they cannot in 
honour now ray, a8 they are at- 
tempting to do, that In view of the

Since the Award behine which | 
the Club are still sheltering, the 
Club, without holding any Inquiry ~ 
by the Committee as called for by 
the Club's rules;. expelled Sydney 
Neg Quinn from membership. An 
action was brought against tho. 
Committee of the Club by him for . 
his reinstatement, in which judg- 
ment was obtained by consent for 
his reinstatement. . 

‘There has also been the libel’ 
action before referred to tried by 
a Judge and a ‘Special Jury, in 
which action Mr. Ng. Quinn 
took upon himself tha burden of 
proof. The jury found for Mr. 
Ng Quinn and awarded him 
$40,000 damages. In this action, 
in addition to the evidence given 
at the Arbitratfon, ovidence of 
bribery was proved against two of 
Chik’s witnesses in tho arbitration 
and evidence apsto tho finding of 
the ticket was also nddaced, Tho 
Club will, ‘undoubtedly, contend 
that thts Libel “Action was ox parto 
and that no witnessea were called 
by Chik Sung-ling. The only ¢vi- 
dence he could have adduced would 
be the avidence called by iim at 
the Arbitration, In tha Libel Ac: 
tion it was proved that 2 of these 
witnesses were bribed. 

New: Evidence Rejected. 

Notwithstanding this new evl- 
dence and the verdict . of tho 
Special Jury the Committee of the 
Club as recently os Inst Saturday | 
held an extraordinary gonernf 
meeting of the Club aud passed 4 
resolution authorising the Com. 
mittec to hold an inquiry into the 
allegation madé by Chik against 
Mr. Ng Quinn, viz. that ho obtain- 
ed the ticket by n trick. This 
resolution can have only: ono 
object, namely, to again expel My. 
Ng Quinn from the Club, for this 
reason that as he had already 
been reinstated by the. judgmont 
of the Court no further’ step by 
the Club for this purposa was 
necessary. ‘The resolution can’ 
therefore have the one and only 


object—the intended expulsion of . ° 


Mr, Ng Quinn. 

Under the above circumstances 
it seems clear to me that tho Club 
are under # moral obligation to . 
pay the prize money over ‘to Mra, | 
Chan, unless they ure now pre- 
pared to say In publig print In 
answer to this Ictter that they 
stil) assert that Mrs. Chan, Mr. 
Ng Quinn and the witnesses called 
an behalf of Mrs, Chan’ (twenty 
in all—myself included) perjurec 
themselves .in. the .. Arbitration 
proceedings und that the evidence 
yiven by Mr. Ne Quinn and his 
witnesses in the libel action. wns 
also perjured, 

The Club's Position. 

The position in which the Com- 
mittee of the Club now find them. 
selves is that they must ocither 
(1) assert the above: witnesacs 
committed perjury or (2) admit 
that the Club is ‘under a moral 
obligation to pay the prize money 
to Mrs. Chan after having paid 
the sume to Chik Sung-ling in such 
manner that .no return of tho 
moneys cin be enforced. That ° 
position would never have arisen 
if tho Club’ had complied with 
condition 4 endorsed on the eweep 
ticket und with the request con- 
tained in’ my firm's letter of tho 
2ist July, 192%, and obtained an 
adequate guarantee before pay- 
ment to Chik Sun-liny. i 

I again assert und most atrong- 
ly that the Club is In honour bound 
to pay the value of the first prizo 
to Mrs. Chan. 

It would be instructive in’ the 
light of ‘this letter and the facts 
stated if you would publish «in 
juxtaposition to this letter. the 
Award ‘which appeared in tho 
Press of this Colony on the 7th 
July 1928.
